Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1957. 

The  health  of  the  district,  generally  speaking,  remained  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year,  although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  pneumonia  and  influenza,  probably  due  to  the  epidemic  of  Asian 
influenza  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  births  registered  were  51  more,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
were  10  fewer  than  in  195&. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  start  will  probably  be  made 
before  this  report  has  been  prepared,  on  the  first  stage  of  the  Council’s 
comprehensive  water  scheme,  and  on  a  local  scheme  for  the  supply  of  water 
to  the  Harmans  Cross  area  where  the  need  is  most  urgent. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  year  1957,  was  that  the  Atomic  Energy 
Authority  commenced  construction  of  their  atomic  energy  research  establish¬ 
ment  at  Winfrith  Heath,  on  a  site  which  lies  within  and  midway  on  the 
western  boundary  of  the  district.  This  fact  serves  as  a  reminder  that 
we  are  at  the  beginning  of  a  period  which  is  likely  to  see  the  increasing 
use  of  atomic  energy  and  radioactive  materials  in  industry,  which  will 
bring  new  hazards,  requiring  fresh  knowledge  on  the  part  of  all  concerned 
with  public  health. 

The  housing  position  in  the  district  remains  much  the  same  as  in  195&. 
There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
and  fewer  houses  were  built  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  situation  in  the  district  has  remained  substantially 
the  same  as  in  1956.  The  acute  shortage  of  water  which  is  experienced 
every  summer  in  the  Harmans  Cross,  Valley  Road  area  of  the  parish  of 
Langton  Matravers  will  be  overcome  by  a  scheme  which  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Covernment. 

The  cleaning  and  deepening  of  the  bore  at  East  Knighton  has  proved 
well  worth  while,  and  the  summer  demand  at  Winfrith  was  met  without  any  of 
the  restrictions  found  necessary  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that,  with  the  completion  of 
negotiations  with  the  War  Department  for  a  supply  to  Bovington  Camp  and 
the  completion  of  negotiations  with  the  Atomic  Energy  Authority  for  a 
supply  to  their  research  establishment  at  Winfrith  Heath,  works  on  the 
first  stage  of  the  Council’s  comprehensive  scheme  for  water  supply  to  the 
district  is  likely  to  start  early  in  1958. 

Discussions  continued  during  the  year  with  neighbouring  water  under¬ 
takers  with  a  view  to  forming  a  Joint  East  Dorset  Water  Board. 

A  total  of  117  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination.  33  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies, 
14  from  small  piped  supplies  and  70  from  individual  wells.  The  results 
of  bacteriological  examinations  are  given  on  page  5.  In  no  case  was  there 
an  unsatisfactory  result  from  public  piped  supplies. 

Statutory  Areas  of  Supply  of  Water  Undertakings  Within  the  District 

Poole  Corporation  Supply:  The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and 

Lytchett  Matravers;  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north 
of  an  imaginary  straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity 
of  the  parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by 
north  terminating  at  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the  parish  of 
Sturminster  Marshall,  and  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin  as 
lies  to  the  east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards 
to  the  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham. 

Swan  age  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply:  The  parish  of  Langton 

Matravers  and  the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Supply:  The  parish  of  West  Lulworth. 


Main  Comprehensive  Scheme 

This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  borehole  at 
B riant spuddle,  which  was  acquired  in  1952,  to  parts  of  the  district  not 
already  served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  undertaking. 

Contract  documents  for  the  first  stage  proposals  were  completed  and 
sent  to  selected  Tenderers  on  23rd.  December,  with  a  view  to  making  as 
early  a  start  as  possible.  These  proposals  consist  of  a  2  million 
gallon  reinforced  concrete  reservoir  at  Blackhill,  Bere  Regis;  an  1 8” 
diameter  trunk  main  to  Long  Thorns  via  Chamberlaynes  Bridge;  a  15" 
diameter  main  to  East  Burton  near  the  Seven  Stars  Inn  at  which  the 
Atomic  Energy  Research  Establishment  will  take  their  supply.  At  Long 
Thorns  there  will  be  a  9"  diameter  branch  main  to  supply  Bovington  Camp. 
Also  a  15H  diameter  rising  main  from  Bri  ant  spuddle  Waterworks  to 
Blackhill,  and  a  4"  diameter  distribution  main  from  Wool  Level  Crossing 
to  East  Burton.

It  is  hoped ‘that  the  1 8t!  and  15"  mains  and  at  least  two  compartments 
of  the  reservoir  wall  be  completed  by  November  1958. 
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Temporary  Village  District  Schemes 

These  are  schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  from  local  sources  until 
water  becomes  available  from  the  main  Bri  ant  spuddle  source,  and  are  planned 
so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installation  and  distributing  mains  can  be 
used  when  the  main  comprehensive  scheme  is  developed.  Schemes  have  already 
been  completed  for  supplying  Church  Knowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  Winfirth, 
Stoborough,  Ridge  and  Acton. 


Studland:  This  scheme  is  still  in  abeyance. 

Harmans  Cross: 

Scheme  proposals  for  a  water  supply  to  this  locality  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  start 
will  be  made  on  this  work  in  1958.  Water  will  be  taken  in  bulk  from  the 
Swanage  Urban  District  Council's  supply  via  the  Rural  Council's  reservoir 
at  Acton 

Cold  Harbour: 

The  Council  has  approved  in  principle  an  extension  of  a  water  main  to 
Cold  Harbour.  Negotiations  are  still  taking  place  with  Poole  Corporation 
and  Wareham  Borough  Council  regarding  a  bulk  supply. 


Piped  Supplies  Public. 


Acton:  From  a  bulk  supply  taken  from  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s 

supply. 

Affpuddle  and  Turners  Puddle:  From  the  Briantspuddle  source.  This  water 

is  derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddle  and  is  chlorinated. 
Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  at  Worgret:  From  the  Wareham  Borough 

Council ’ s  supply . 

Church  Knowle,  Bloxv/orth  and  Morden,  and  Winfrith  are  each  supplied  from 
local  sources  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 


Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers:  From  the  Swanage  Urban  District 

Council’s  supply. 


Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 


Upton 7  Lytchett  Minster,  Lytchett  Matravers,  Organford  and  Sandford  from 
Poole  Corporation  supply. 


Wrest  Lulworth ,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes  from  the  Lulworth  Castle 
Estate  supply. 


These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  with 
regard  to  quantity  and  quality. 


Privately  Owned 


Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  and  the 
water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  Village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies 
from  surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston 
supply  which  is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies  are  variable. 

Studland  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on 
neighbouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give 
consistent  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  available 
is  very  limited  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months. 

There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in  these 
areas  during  the  year.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  West  Lulworth, 
Langton  Matravers  and  Bri  ant  spuddle,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestwall 
areas  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin.  Where  there  are  no  public 
sewerage  systems  the  Council’s  housing  estates  in  the  various  parishes 
have  their  own  small  sewage  disposal  units.  The  majority  of  the 

newer  houses  in  the  district  have  cesspool  drainage  and  the  Council 
maintains  a  cesspool  emptying  service.  Many  of  the  older  cottage 

properties  have  pail  closet  sanitation. 

The  Briantspuddle  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  in  March  1957; 
particulars  of  this  and  other  sewerage  systems  are  given  on  page  7. 

The  second  stage  of  the  extension  of  the  Sandford  sewerage  system 
to  a  housing  site  east  of  Gore  Hill,  which  will  ultimately  serve  about 
120  to  130  houses,  was  completed  in  August  1957. 


Proposed  Sewerage  Schemes 

Corfe  Castle 


This  scheme,  which  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry 
in  1947  is  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  invited  for  the  work  on 
this  scheme,  and  it  was  hoped  to  make  a  start  early  in  1958. 


Wool 


Preliminary  investigations  were  almost  completed  for  a  sewerage 
scheme  for  Wool  and  East  Burton,  which  would  include  for  treating  the 
'non  active’  effluent  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Research  Establishment  at 
Winfrith  Heath. 


Public  Conveniences 

Corfe  Castle; 

The  Rural  District  Council  provided  a  public  convenience  in  1  951 
to  meet  the  need  of  tourists  visiting  this  village, 

Lulworth  Cove 

Conveniences  are  provided  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  owner  of  the 
beach  to  meet  the  need  of  holiday  makers. 

Studland: 

Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the  owner 
to  meet  the  needs  of  holiday  makers. 

It  is  expected  the  Council  will  be  able  to  proceed  with  the  scheme 
for  a  public  convenience  in  the  village  in  1958.

Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent 
filtration.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Piddle. 

Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  adjoining  Wareham 
Borough  Sewer, 

Langton  Matravers  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban 
District  Council’s  sewerage  system. 

Briantspuddle  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and 
effluent  filtration.  The  effluent  ultimately  reaches  the  River  Piddle.

Refuse  Collection 

A  satisfactory  fortnightly  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  The  refuse  of  the  whole  district  is  disposed  of  in  a  large 
disused  gravel  pit  on  an  uninhabited  heathland  site.  There  has  been  no 
complaint  of  nuisance  or  rat  infestation  arising  from  the  site. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

The  cesspool  emptier  is  working  overtime  in  order  to  deal  with  all 
requests  received.  Difficulties  are  still  experienced  in  finding  suitable 
sites  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  sludge.

In  addition  some  8  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected  with  Cysticercus 
Bovis.  The  infected  organs  were  condemned  and  the  carcases  detained  in 
freeze  for  21  days.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  0.6%. 


An  interesting  feature,  demonstrated  in  the  table  below,  is  the  general 
decline  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  and  this  is  no  doubt  due  to  the 
various  Government  policies  of  "designated  areas"  "T.T.  milk"  and  the 
exclusion  from  T.T.  herds  of  all  positive  reactors.

The  incidence  of  those  diseases  other  than  T.B.  remains  fairly  constant 
throughout  the  years  and  the  condition  resulting  in  the  condemnation  of  a 
great  deal  of  offal  is  that  of  the  parasitic  liver  fluke.  Approximately 
21#  of  cattle  and  cows  had  livers  condemned  as  a  result  of  this  condition. 

In  April  1957  (Circular  PSH  2/57)  a  scheme  was  devised  to  cover  costs 
incurred  by  Local  Authority's  meat  inspection  services  and  particularly 
for  those  districts  where  meat  is  inspected  and  "exported"  to  other  districts. 
Briefly  the  calculation  is  made  by  multiplying  the  district  population  by  1 ,5; 
each  animal  carcase  inspected  is  converted  into  units  to  arrive  at  a  grand 
unit  total  for  all  animals  inspected,  the  difference  between  these  figures 
indicating  the  export  calculation  for  the  district.  The  export  figure  for 

this  district  during  the  current  year  was  29,056  units  as  against  a  home 
consumption  of  30,720  units. 

In  December,  Mr.  F.  A.  White,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  obtained 
the  certificate  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  for  the  inspection  of  Meat  and 
other  foods.

It  has  been  noted  that  the  quantity  of  other  foods  condemned  has  gradually 
declined  over  the  past  few  years.  Formerly  a  large  part  of  such  foods  as 
these  were  condemned  at  the  request  of  the  retailer,  who,  by  the  production 
of  a  condemnation  certificate  could  obtain  replacemnets  from  the  wholesaler. 

Now  that  the  years  of  austerity  and  food  shortage  have  passed  and  been 
replaced  by  a  "sales  resistance"  it  appears  that  producers  and  wholesalers 
of  canned  foods,  etc.  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  public  demand  for 
a  sound  article  and  replace  without  question  a  faulty  product. 

Knackers  Yards 

During  the  year  one  new  knackers  yard  was  approved  and  licensed  and  this 
now  makes  a  total  of  two  in  the  rural  district.  Conditions  in  both  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.

Throughout  the  year  routine  inspections  were  made  at  the  watercress  beds 
at  Wool,  Bere  Regis  and  Waddock  Cross,  and  conditions  were  found  satisfactory.

I  would,  therefore,  urge  the 
Council  to  give  the  utmost  priority  for  rehousing  to  newly  weds  and 
young  families  living  in  furnished  rooms".

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in 
the  district  during  the  year.  80  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  141  cases 
of  measles  were  notified,  compared  with  38  notifications  of  whooping  cough 
and  38  cases  of  measles  in  the  previous  year. 


Apart  from  eight  deaths  from  pneumonia,  two  from  respiratory  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  one  from  tuberculosis  other  forms,  there  were  no  deaths  from 
notifiable  infectious  disease. 


One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year  -  the  first  for 
eight  years. 

The  disease  occurred  in  a  child  aged  five  years  living  in  the 
Purzebrook  area,  and  who  had  not  been  immunised.  C.  diphtheria  mitis 
type  guinea  pig  virulent  was  isolated  from  the  case,  swabs  from  the  rest 
of  the  family  were  negative.  Investigations  failed  to  reveal  the  source 
of  infection  in  this  case. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  cough  and  Measles 

In  no  case  was  there  undue  severity  or  complications  in  these 
diseases.  Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever,  one  of  whooping  cough  and 
two  of  measles  were  admitted  to  hospital.

One  case  of  sonne  type  dysentery  was  notified. 


Influenza 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  a  relatively  mild  form  of 
influenza  was  prevalent  in  the  district  during  October  and  November. 

Pour  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  influenza  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

Ten  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with 
fourteen  in  the  previous  year.  One  case  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
was  notified  which  is  the  same  as  in  1956. 


Two  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one  from  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  were  registered.
